Champion swimmers have drowned in cold water.
The body loses heat faster than it can produce it.
The 1st sign is shivering, then comes severe
cramps and poor muscle control. You may even
passout. Fatique can be so severe you may find
you can't move your arms or legs. If you're in deep
water then you'll probably drown. And it doesn’t
matter how good a swimmer you are. A distance
you can easily swim in warm water can prove fatal
when the water is cold. So swim near the shore,
stay in shallow water, and get out of the water
pronto if you feel chilled.
